new campaign spending law as the candidates collect more money from private contributors they'll get more 
matching federal checks today president ford's check was for 374 thousand dollars ronald reagan got a 
hundred thousand dollars as did each of seven democrats another democrat lloyd benson got more than any 
other candidate four hundred and twenty nine thousand dollars terry sanford got two hundred and fourteen 
thousand we've learned something interesting in an nbc news poll of 48 of the 50 state republican party 
chairman 70 percent of them favor gerald ford as their party's presidential nominee while only 16 percent 
want ronald reagan if the president and reagan are not far apart as far as the public is concerned mr ford has 
an overwhelming lead among his parties professionals that was their view when we made this survey just 
before christmas our latest national sampling of 2 800 people was made the second week in december and 
that will provide the basis for a special program we're putting on this sunday afternoon called what america 
thinks we found that 51 percent of those polled give president ford a good job rating and that 43 percent 
gave him low marks but he's doing better than the congress our sample shows only 32 percent of those 
polled giving the congress good marks while a sizable 56 percent do not think the congress is doing a good 
job in a month and a half the year's first presidential primary will be held in new hampshire and reagan is 
challenging president ford and on the day of his arrival reagan ran into criticism from two of mr ford's new 
hampshire supporters the leaders of the state senate and the house they called on reagan to explain his plan 
for a 90 billion dollar reduction in federal social welfare programs including food stamps and medicaid if 
enacted the plan could result in a tax increase in some states in new hampshire that's bad politics and 
reagan's 90 billion dollar plan could become a national issue 
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could become a national issue here's how he explains it in speeches transfer of authority and whole or part 
in all of these areas would reduce the outlay of the federal government by more than 90 billion dollars using 
the spending levels of fiscal 1976 with such a savings it would be possible to balance the federal budget to 
make an initial five billion dollar payment on the national debt and cut the federal personal income tax burden 
of every american by an average of twenty three percent government is not the solution government is the 
problem what i propose to you is and nothing less than a systematic transfer of authority and resources to 
the states today in new hampshire reagan said this systematic transfer would not be a 90 billion dollar 
budget cut it is he said a transfer of functions that no longer belong at the federal government level and 
never belonged there in the first place and reagan added the people of new hampshire i understand are 
worried that i have some devious plot to impose the sales or income tax on them i have no such intention 
whether or not the 90 billion dollar plan becomes an issue reagan is running and will be defending his 
political record which includes two terms as governor of california frank burkholdzer of our staff has a report 
on the reagan record hollywood in 1945 was not just tinsel and glamour it was also a battleground of labor 
unions there were picket lines there was blood and charges of communist influence one anti-communist 
activist was the head of the actors union ronald reagan we have exposed their lives when we came across 


them we have opposed their propaganda and i can certainly testify in the case of a screen actors deal that 
we have been eminently successful in preventing them from their usual tactic of trying to run a majority of an 
organization with a well organized minority that 
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with a well organized minority that strength is what turned an actor into a politician who became governor 10 
years later he campaigned against the mess as he put it of student activism on california campuses within 
weeks of his inauguration the president of the university clark kerr had been fired when anti-war violence 
escalated reagan cracked down at one point he said if it takes a bloodbath then let's get it over when it was 
over with there was one lasting change university education had been tuition free for california's sons and 
daughters before reagan reagan made them pay that was part of his governing philosophy to squeeze cut 
and trim the state's operations in general and to balance its budget in particular there was a brief period 
when he had a majority in the legislature the democrats delivered his budget in a gift box as a gang but he 
never really had a political honeymoon if i'm on a honeymoon i'm sleeping alone on many matters reagan's 
record is complex he approved mild gun control legislation a radically liberal divorce law and an anti-school 
bus law that was declared unconstitutional he takes credit for rescuing the state's grandiose water supply 
system from bankruptcy but his critics say his public utilities commission soaked the consumers with rate 
increases he pioneered with environmental impact statements on all state projects approved the nation's 
toughest air and water quality control measures but was criticized for lacks enforcement of industrial safety 
on major questions reagan created special task forces and in his second term he finally learned to negotiate 
with his legislature instead of just fighting the major result was reform of what he called the welfare monster 
legislation that tightened welfare eligibility plugged loopholes his apparent success 
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plugged loopholes his apparent success impressed many politicians including president nixon looking back 
we can see his reform did streamline and clean up welfare operations it did not fundamentally change 
welfare it did help reduce the welfare caseload by nearly 400 000 but much of that would have happened 
anyway because of economic prosperity in 1971 and 72. the ideological jewel of the welfare reform to 
employ the employables never really worked reagan did not slay the welfare monster but he did leave his 
mark on it he also tried to veto the budget of the flamboyant government-financed poverty lawyers who had 
fought him at every turn but a fact-finding panel found his charges against the lawyers irresponsible and 
without foundation his most ambitious project was a referendum on taxes he had put through a billion dollar a 
year program of property tax relief but he wanted to permanently reduce the size and authority of 
government by permanently limiting taxes to a fixed percent of total state personal income in a better 
campaign that valid proposition lost reagan said because people didn't properly understand it ronald reagan 
had to learn to work with the basically hostile legislature he did and that's part of the record he squeezed cut 
and trimmed but caught in rampant inflation his budgets increased from 4.6 billion at the start to 10.2 billion 
at the end he did inherit a sizable deficit from his predecessor he did turn over to his successor a budget 
surplus and a payroll of state workers not a whole lot larger than he had at the start it is also part of his 
record that his democratic successor in sacramento seemed to be running the state in many ways much as 
reagan did an unexpected tribute to the ex-union activist to the ex-actor frank burkholtzer nbc news 
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news los angeles birch bai fred harris and morris udall were in iowa delegate selection begins there on the 
19th of january senator henry jackson was in boston he called president ford a nice guy who was simply not 
effective terry sanford was in concord new hampshire predicting a hard campaign those were the democrats 
there was one republican out today ronald reagan he was on the second day of a bus tour of new 
hampshire's white mountains rick davis was with him today ronald reagan's run for the votes of the people of 
new hampshire began on the ski slopes it is a meet the people campaign being seen shaking as many hands 
as possible part of this campaign trip in new hampshire seems to be an attempt to disprove the contention 


that ronald reagan doesn't like to campaign hard he'll be making 30 stops in about 48 hours in new 
hampshire in stop after stop reagan has been asked about taxes would his reported call for a 90 billion dollar 
cut in a federal budget mean higher taxes on the local level reagan says what he is calling for is a transfer of 
some programs to the local and state governments including welfare and education in any instance the 
people at the local and state level would be able to make the decision number one as to whether they 
wanted to continue the programs and i'm quite sure that a number of federal programs would be dropped if 
the states had their way about it because they're serving no useful purpose others would be administered but 
administered better and more economically but the manner of financing is not a case that we're 
recommending suddenly dumping on local government a burden of taxation they do not now carry without 
meaning leaders of president ford's campaign say the reagan plan would mean higher taxes in new 
hampshire reagan denies that saying tax dollars now going to the federal government would go to state and 
local governments at another stop reagan was asked about 
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at another stop reagan was asked about his stand on abortion i probably did more soul searching and more 
study than i've ever done on anything in my life and i have come to the conclusion that the interrupting of a 
pregnancy is the taking of a human life ronald reagan's theme of self-reliance seems to have hit a responsive 
cord in new hampshire he has been warmly received in the cold the first two days here it's a well-organized 
campaign operating on a tight schedule reagan and his staff are exuding confidence rick davis nbc news 
berlin new hampshire in boston today sergeant shriver one of the democratic presidential hopefuls released 
an outline of his economic policy which he said would reduce both inflation and unemployment by the middle 
of 1978. at the same time boston congressman thomas p tip o'neill who was formerly a big booster of 
senator edward kennedy for president gave his endorsement to arizona congressman morris udall there's no 
question that shriver who is a kennedy family in-law would have welcomed o'neill's support but today as 
schreiber gave out his economic plan in boston o'neal endorsed you for those who intend to get unduly 
excited at the prospect of all these primaries in a presidential year david brinkley's journal this evening 
contains some cautions and a recipe for keeping calm david the first primary is about six weeks away a 
dozen or so presidential candidates are already into their working clothes and for 10 months the american 
people will see an endless competition for their attention support money and votes it is about like having 12 
encyclopedia salesmen at the front door all at once those who would like to remain calm and collected might 
bear in mind a few more or less comforting facts one is that the main subject of argument in a campaign 
seldom if ever has anything to do with what happens when the election is over for example in recent 
presidential campaigns there was one with a big debate about two islands called kimoy 
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debate about two islands called kimoy and matsu whatever happened to kimoy and matsu nothing in another 
campaign every candidate pinned on a sheriff's badge and talked of law and order the crime is increased but 
nothing else has happened in the last campaign the big issue is tax reform the only reform has been to make 
form 1040 even more complex in this one so far ronald reagan has got a little argument going about cutting 
federal spending by 90 billion dollars well no president can make a cut like that only congress could but on its 
recent performance congress can be expected not to cut the spending but to raise it in about thirty primaries 
this year it will take several of them going into april maybe before it can be seen who can get votes and who 
can't as for the first one new hampshire it may be recalled that four years ago muskie won the primary only 
to lose the democratic nomination to mcgovern who then lost the election to next john early primary states 
fred francis reports from florida bob jameson from new hampshire if there is a ford machine or a reagan 
machine ready to steamroll through the snowy villages and mill towns of new hampshire they are still secret 
weapons president ford has been endorsed by most but not all of the state's gop establishment legislative 
leaders in the state house have backed him and have tried to make an issue of reagan's plan to cut the 
federal budget by 90 billion dollars and turn programs back to the states they are saying that will cause new 
taxes for low tax new hampshire but reagan has some backing of his own when he arrived in new hampshire 
last week republican governor meldrum thompson a reagan man was on hand and so too was hugh greg a 


moderate republican and former governor whose decision to have reagan's campaign here was a major 
victory and reagan is backed by the publisher of new hampshire's only statewide newspaper the manchester 
union leader 
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the manchester union leader the publisher is arch conservative william lowe who is called president ford jerry 
the jerk in front page editorials that in the past have attacked everyone from edmond muskie to betty ford 
president ford's campaign which works out of a concord storefront shared with h r block the income tax 
people began slowly last fall for a while it seemed in trouble but leaders here and in washington say hard 
work has corrected all that reagan's campaign headquarters set up in a motel is to outward appearances a 
small effort there are only five full-time people on the staff but they are backed by a slick telephone and direct 
mail campaign and media events like last week's reagan visit no one is talking about overwhelming victory 
perhaps because they are trying to avoid setting a target that when missed in 1972 knocked edmond muskie 
out of the race and in 1968 helped eliminate lyndon johnson and perhaps neither camp is talking about 
overwhelming victory because neither camp expects it bob jameson nbc news manchester new hampshire 
this is where i'm calling from the ronald reagan headquarters in florida reagan campaign workers are 
promoting their candidate by telephone they hope to make phone pitches to half of florida's 1 million 
republicans before the primary they're trying to call 15 000 republicans a day from their 14 campaign offices 
the ford organization says it has opened seven campaign offices like this one in cocoa beach and the ford 
strategy to reach the voter is entirely different ford volunteers will rely on a door-to-door handshaking 
campaign but the ford organization is moving slowly and the door-to-door campaign will not begin for two 
more weeks tommy thomas a folksy car dealer from north florida is reagan's chief organizer for the primary 
he has broad political experience and predicts the telephone campaign will help produce a 2-1 victory for 
reagan 
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help produce a 2-1 victory for reagan the ford organization revolves around florida congressman lou frye 
who's stumping the state as though he were the candidate he's selling the president as a good man busy 
doing a good job fry says telephones are too impersonal to get that message across i know it's nice to talk 
about going door-to-door and seeing a million people but i can predict right now that they won't do anything 
like that they won't get anywhere near it but i can tell you for sure that we're going to call a million 
republicans if you get a phone call uh number one you're probably not going to be as interested it's not you're 
not looking for me in the eye it's probably not a personal kind of thing and you might not even say exactly 
what you feel to get the guy off the phone the ball game may be on the suit may be burning or something like 
that so you just say anything to get them off the last couple years have been tough they've been tough the 
fact that the president is letting others do his campaigning here has some republican leaders worried plans to 
spend only three days in florida before the primary reagan has 16 days of campaigning scheduled here and 
that the race now considered a toss-up by many outside the two camps there's a feeling that the personal 
appearances of ronald reagan could make the difference fred francis nbc news miami president ford and 
ronald reagan met in chicago today with most of the republican state chairman they managed to plug their 
candidates and still appeal for party unity mike jackson has that story most of the republican chairman 
refused to take sides publicly in the reagan ford contest and at today's meeting the national party chairman 
encouraged them to present a united republican front to prevent the primary battles this spring from dividing 
the party in november it's the outfits the obligation it's the responsibility of the campaign committees to seek 
a nomination for their candidate it's our responsibility to elect republicans in november and we go forward on 
that basis uh i don't see it as being a a divisive bloodletting kind of thing at all and i 
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bloodletting kind of thing at all and i hope we can keep it in that in that perspective ronald reagan's campaign 
manager john sears emphasized party unity in an appeal for support from the state chairman if we can go to 
the election campaign in united fashion and present the american people with the kinds of alternatives that 
they seem to uh to want that we can pull ourselves up from the downtrend that we've been having as a party 
over the last few years and back into a position where we can again dream of making this the majority party 
of our country and president ford's campaign director howard bowe callaway reminded the chairman of the 
president's contributions to the party i remind you that that campaign he did last fall was not for himself that 
he raised six million dollars for the people of you in this room and because of that though it has hurt him it 
has certainly made a much stronger republican party and i'm grateful for that too the appeals by the reagan 
and ford managers were aimed at creating goodwill with the state chairman but the warning was clear that 
the republican party already in the minority cannot afford a split this election year mike jackson nbc news 
chicago we have another in our series of political profiles tonight senator hubert horatio humphrey he's never 
made a secret about the fact that he would like to be president of the united states and right now he's the 
leader in most of the polls on democratic candidates although humphrey says he is not running and he does 
not expect to enter any of the democratic primaries the closest humphrey ever got to the office of president 
was as lyndon johnson's vice president tom pettit has the humphrey profile tonight this is hubert humphrey 
the classic new deal democrat this is hubert humphrey at a small political rally in saint paul minnesota thank 
you very much a lot of support thank you thank you everybody's for you thank you how are you good to see 
you the irrepressible hubert humphrey has been part of the american political scene for three decades 
[Music] he personifies the old style politician 
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he personifies the old style politician in january 1977 there will be a democrat in the white house i really 
believe that's going to happen without even running the polls say he is the front-runner among democrats but 
friends friends muriel humphrey go back a long way to a lot of political campaigns for the senate and for the 
presidency now hubert has the fever again and the enormous energy energy which the u.s senate chamber 
can hardly contain here is a quick illustrated biography of hubert horatio humphrey he was elected mayor of 
minneapolis in 1945 and first made his mark as civil rights advocate 1948 he was elected to the u.s senate 
and became a prolific sponsor of important legislation creation of the peace corps establishing the job corps 
and the food for peace program and much more 1960 he sought the democratic presidential nomination and 
lost to john f kennedy 1964 picked by Ibj as his vice president walked into trouble over his support of the 
vietnam war trouble which haunted him in 1968 when he barely lost to richard nixon putting humphrey out of 
office for the first time in years he served for a time as a university professor and public speaker but in 1970 
he was elected again to the u s senate in 72 he lost a bitterly contested race for the democratic presidential 
nomination to george mcgovern today he is not running but would be available for the nomination 
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available for the nomination if he is nominated old campaign wounds surely would be reopened over the 
years humphrey has accumulated some political liabilities particularly in the field of campaign financing 
humphrey did nothing illegal but some of the facts would be hard to explain in this post-watergate era of 
american politics example settlement of some big 1972 campaign debts at four cents on the dollar example a 
1968 campaign contribution from gulf oil of 25 000 example his 1970 campaign manager was convicted of 
accepting an illegal campaign contribution from a dairy industry association humphrey has been a friend of 
american farmers especially dairy farmers for many years last fall he was featured guest at the national milk 
producers federation convention in new orleans i got in a little political trouble over some of you folks around 
here as you know you've read about that all my life i was worried about whiskey money and i never knew my 
crack yeah i'd get caught up on milk money but treasury secretary simon testifying before the joint house and 
senate economic committee which humphrey shares and uses as a political forum corn is two dollars and a 
half per bushel soybeans are four dollars a bushel farm prices are lower right now than they were a year ago 
and all this baloney about that agriculture is responsible for the price increase is a sheer bunch of barnyard 


stuff and i just don't like it humphrey is strong on civil rights but lukewarm on bussing he has four government 
programs to fight unemployment he is in favor of detente in favor of israel in favor of federal aid to education 
at 64 going on 65 humphrey is in good health he has recovered from 
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is in good health he has recovered from x-ray treatment for a tumor of the bladder [Music] he looks like well 
he looks like a candidate tom bennett nbc news washington muscular backache when you say reagan's first 
campaign swing is over and it was noteworthy for the trouble it got him into over a proposal to cut the federal 
budget by 90 billion dollars we have a report on the trip from rick davis who traveled with reagan it began on 
the ski slopes of new hampshire and ronald reagan's message remained the same as he moved through the 
snow and sun of six states his theme the federal government is too big power should be returned to the 
states in his two swings through new hampshire ronald reagan has made over 60 appearances sometimes 
before groups as small as a few people gathered at a roadside sometimes a few hundred at town halls and 
churches in this and every state the crowds pushed in on reagan his star appeal was obvious but one issue 
haunted this campaign from the first day it followed him from state to state what did he mean by proposing to 
transfer a major share of federal health education and welfare programs to local control did he actually 
believe the federal budget could be cut by 90 billion dollars as he seemed to suggest in a chicago speech 
last september in springfield illinois he was asked if he had that specific figure or any figure in mind the 
constant questions were beginning to irritate reagan no and no way in advance to have such a figure in mind 
and this again is what i mean is a distortion of what i am trying to propose and i'd like to know does ford have 
a better idea on a farm in bloomington illinois reagan admitted the way he had made the proposal had been 
a mistake in style that perhaps he had been misunderstood

that perhaps he had been misunderstood he says he called for a gradual systematic turnover of programs to 
the states [Music] the issue received much media attention but it seemed to have little effect on the people 
who came to see ronald reagan that same night in rockford illinois the band played and people stood and 
shouted as reagan took the stage he would be brought back again and again like an actor taking curtain calls 
there were other times when the actor's image seemed to come alive in the campaign the long goodbye kiss 
to his wife nancy on the steps of the capitol in springfield illinois [Music] and then the retake a few minutes 
later at an airfield when the campaign headed south the emphasis on patriotism and god grew in wilmington 
north carolina he spoke of the return of the american pows from vietnam and down that ramp finally came 
that first man now rear admiral jeremiah denton over to that microphone saluted the flag and then thanked us 
and asked god's blessing on this country before the elderly in gulfport florida reagan talked about reforms in 
the social security system but any reform of that program must have as its first priority a guarantee that all of 
those who are counting on social security for their livelinood will continue to receive their monthly check and 
that their benefits will not decline in purchasing power but will keep pace with inflation he never outlined what 
specific changes should be made but again those who came to see and hear reagan didn't seem to mind this 
first campaign swing featured more style than substance the criticism of reagan's plan to transfer some 
federal programs to state and local control did upset him if he was not scarred by it it was at

if he was not scarred by it it was at least bruised and forced to go on the defensive this week reagan will be 
at his california ranch getting himself and his programs in shape again rick davis nbc news here are the first 
political returns for the year 1976. yesterday about fifty thousand democrats in iowa met in caucuses in 
homes churches and firehouses to choose delegates for their state party convention most of them are still 
uncommitted 37 percent but former georgia governor jimmy carter did extremely well with 27 percent of the 
delegate preferences more than twice as many as indiana senator burch buy and three times as many as 
fred harris the former oklahoma senator others did less well congressman morris udall of arizona got just 
under six percent sergeant thriver just a little over three percent charles quinn covered the iowa caucuses for 


us and here he is to tell us how they worked carter okay how about in the back corner there is that all right 
harris on the rest of this side over here at an iowa precinct caucus the name of the game is organization the 
people who caucus are the party activists the candidate who wins is the one who gets out the most troops 
successful strategy in a caucus state depends on intensive personal campaigning not on mass voter appeal 
necessary in primary states in a caucus like this one last night in a school in des moines voters divided into 
small groups supporting various candidates the regulars jockeyed and bargained among themselves in the 
struggle for precinct delegates i can't tell you how many we've got if jackson and harris this harris group 
would go with utah the this could knock down the uncommitted that's what we don't want we don't want to get 
the uncommitted strength we would first go with the uncommitted voters forces in danger of losing out 
completely to stronger opponents 
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completely to stronger opponents often aligned themselves with the uncommitted to keep their chances alive 
so the uncommitteds included not only the genuinely undecided but also voters favoring other candidates 
therefore the significance of the uncommitted total is hard to measure democratic state chairman tom 
whitney had this assessment of the iowa caucus jimmy carter clearly the winner scored well came from 
nowhere birch pie did not do as well as expected udall campaign in trouble finished back in the pack shriver 
also finished way back in the pack harris a moral victory did better than predicted the candidates were really 
not after delegates here in iowa what the candidates were after was a boost some momentum to carry them 
into the primary battles ahead and a big boost is exactly what jimmy carter got here charles quinn nbc news 
des moines carter was in new hampshire today grinning from ear to ear while the iowa caucuses were not 
important in terms of delegates iowa sends only 47 to the democratic national convention and carter won't 
get all of those his victory yesterday was of great symbolic importance there were those today who were 
using the words front runner to describe carter judy woodruff of our staff has his reaction to all of this carter's 
supporters greeted him enthusiastically today in new hampshire wearing his usual broad smile carter said 
he's tremendously encouraged by the iowa results in iowa but carter stressed that the results from one state 
aren't enough to say who is and who isn't a frontrunner this is the first out of 50 but i think that among several 
candidates who might be equally acceptable to a voter uh the fact that i'm able to win would be perhaps a 
deciding factor carter will spend several days in new 
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carter will spend several days in new hampshire this week aiming for the february 24th primary last night's 
victory came after months of campaigning and was no surprise to the iowans who had worked for the carter 
campaign when carter first visited iowa one year ago few people had even heard of it much less thought 
about supporting him for president but he quickly recruited people who were active in the democratic party 
and put together an organization mostly of volunteers that no other candidate was able to match but most 
people agree that what helped carter most was a warm style that catches on quickly with the voters he does 
a lot of the small things that people in all very very open appreciate uh whether it's the personal note to them 
after having met them or the stocking of their house while driving from one community to another and 
attaching a note to the farmstead saying just not to say hello sorry that you weren't home it has an impact 
and an impression upon people political observers in iowa said the fact that carter is from the south was in 
the minds of many iowans a handicap that had to be overcome but his small town and farm background was 
a big help in this largely agricultural prejudice because you are a farmer and i am a farmer that's the kind of 
place i like well i'm glad to meet you the results in iowa help prove a point that's important to the carter 
campaign that is that the former georgia governor can win votes outside his native south there was also a 
small republican party straw poll in iowa yesterday president ford got about three percent more support than 
ronald reagan his challenger for the nomination aides of both men said today they were pleased at the 
outcome but the experts said the results amounted to a dead heat eat as you like 
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eat as you like there's a new gallup poll out today which shows president ford doing better with republicans 
across the country than his main challenger ronald reagan ford leads reagan in this new poll by 53 percent to 
42 percent survey was made in the first week of january among gallup's standard national sample of 1500 
people of those 343 said they were republicans and that's the sample in this reagan ford pairing which 
means there's a margin of error of six percent the white house following a new practice did not comment on 
the poll pc news poll conducted by telephone this week among over two thousand adults across the country 
the president's job rating is up five points since we polled in november and the percentage of those 
disapproving is down six points when we polled last month ford was losing to reagan by three points this 
week the president has a sizable 12 12-point lead on the democratic side not much change registered 
democrats prefer ted kennedy hubert humphrey and george wallace in that order but since we polled last 
month jimmy carter's democratic support has doubled he's in fourth place one reason for that increase in 
carter's support is that he is set not from washington and says so all the time we asked our respondents 
would it be better if the next president had spent most of his political life outside of washington 46 percent 
said yes 38 percent said a politician from washington would do and a large percentage 16 percent wasn't 
sure and in view of today's houseboat on banning aid to angola 47 of those polled believe we should support 
friendly countries for example angola to resist communist back forces 40 said we shouldn't help in cases like 
that 
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
